W HEREAS by an Act passed in the last Session of Parlia- Preamble. 

ment, intituled “An Act to remove Difficulties in the 11 & 12 Vict. 
“ Appointment of Collectors of Grand Jury Cess in c ‘ 261 s * *• 

“ Ireland in certain Cases, and to remove Doubts as to the Jurisdiction* 

“ of the Divisional Justices of the Police District of Dublin Metro- 
5 “ polis relating to the Recovery of Poor Rates, and other Cases,” it is 
amongst other things enacted, that it shall and may be lawful for 
the Grand Jury at any Assizes in Ireland held after the passing of 
the said Act, and before the End of the Year One thousand eight 
hundred and forty-nine, if they shall think fit, in Cases where 
Difficulties shall occur in the Collection of the public Monies as 
therein mentioned, to present, without previous Application to Present-

Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, That the said Provision of the 
said recited Act shall be continued and be in force to the End of the 
Year One thousand eight hundred and fifty, and to the End of the 5 
then next Session of Parliament.
